REMARKS 


In response to the Office Action mailed May 3, 2004, Applicant elects Species I, Figures 
4A-4B and 5 which read on Claims 1-22 and 79-81 for examination. This election is made without 
traverse. Applicant also provides a generic claim (Claim 86) which links all of the four species
